MORE SMASHING OF 
ROOKS. The week before last 
saw some glorious smashing in 
KENT and SUSSEX;; last week 
saw smashing equally glorious in 
ESSEX; it is now breaking 
out in HAMPSHIRE, in 
CHESHIRE and at CORK. 
The town of Anpover, in Hamp- 
shire, saw a burst last Saturday. 
Only think of the state of the 
poor people there! As usual, 
there were a set, who got together 
to issue “declarations of confi- 
dence,” even at that little town; 
that is to say, declarations the 
effect of which must naturally be 
to produce ruin amongst those 
who are fools enough to confide 
inthem. In numerous instances, 
these declarations of confidence 
have been almost immediately 
followed by a breaking of the 
banks in which the confidence 


was expressed. This has been 
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most strikingly the case at the last 
sort of general breaking-up in 
Essex. The bank, or, rather, the 
banks (for I believe there were 
five in the county,) the head- 
quarters, or mother nest, being at 

helmsford were guaranteed, on 
the 24th of February, by sixty- 
nine persons, whose names were 
put to the declaration of confi- 
dence, with the sum of money 
against each name. This was on 
the 24th of February, the very 
day on which Mr. Prosreriry 
Rozsinson was to have “dis- 
pensed” his budget “from the 
“ nortals of an ancient constitu- 
“ tional monarchy”; and which 
he has not even yet ‘ dispensed.” 
It was on this 24th of February, 
that the wiseacres of Essex ‘ dis- 
pensed” their declaration of con- 
fidence; which, observe, was a 
renewal of a declaration of con- 
fidence, dispensed by a meeting 
of the same sort, held at the same 
place, in December. 

These are things so worthy of

After Mr. Hume had presented 
the petition, there were four per- 
sons who spoke: the “ plethora ”- 
doctor, Sir Francis Burpetr, 
Mr. Rozrxson, and Mr. Witii1am 
Sairu, who settled the Unitarian 
affair, with the Archbishop of 
Canterbury; the report of what 
they said, I take from the Morning 
Herald of Tuesday, which report 


is as follows : 


“ Mr. Baring said, asthe House

necessary, because Mr. Martin, 
of Seven Oaks, had the money 
sent him the next day.

Martin had been a poor man, the 
money would not have been sent 
him, very likely; and then he had 
no remedy at all; the bankers had 


brought his action at law, 

But, it is the conelusion of Mr. 
Roninson’s speech which is the 
most worthy of our attention, He 
thought it objectionable “to give 
“the holders of Bank-notes a 


‘summary power over the pro- 


“ nerty of a Banker, to the injury 


“of the other creditors of the 
“« Birm.” So, then, he puts a 
Bank-note holder upon a level with 
a Book-debt creditor ; and he puts 
the Bank-note issuer, the money- 
maker, the man who exercises the 
King’s prerogative of making mo- 
ney, he puts him upon a level with 
a common contract debtor! These 
are pretty notions to be swimming 
about in the head of a Statesman, 
who ‘‘ dispenses blessings from the 
portals of an ancient Constitus 
‘‘ tional Monarchy.” But, how do 
these notions agree with the no- 
tions which were in vogue in 1797? 

Up to that time, the law prohibits 

ed the issue of any Bank-note 

under five.pounds, ‘The workings 

of the anti-jacobin war, carried 

on for the sake of our “happy 
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constitution and our holy religion,” 
as Joun Bow es and George 
Rose used to call them ; that war 
required small, notes to be “ dis- 
pensed from the Portals ;” but it 
was seen that too many of them 
would be dispensed from the Por- 
tals, unless there were a summary 
process whereby to recover the 
value of them from the dispensers; 
and the summary remedy was, 
therefore enacted. That summary 
remedy has since been withdrawn 
from the law; therefore it is that 
such an abundance of small notes 
have been dispensed from the 
Portals ; therefore it is, that the 
worthless rags, as Mr. Roninson 
himself so justly calls them, have 
become so abundant; therefore, it 
is that we have seen the gold fly 
out of the country ; -therefore it is 
that we have witnessed such heaps 
of ruin and misery ; and there- 
fore it is that this Petitioner prays, 
and that Mr. Hume moves, that 
the House will be pleased to enact 
a something, which it may, in its 
wisdom, deem proper, to compel

process, to pay the amount of 
their notes in the legal coin of the 
realm. 

If the Ministers really wish to

The 
people have always wanted gold 
and silver instead of rags; and 
all that was wanted was, to let 
them know that they had a right to 
demand them, and to provide a 
process by which the poor man 
might enforce the demand.

There wanted no stop put to the 
stamping of notes. There wanted 
nothing but this summary process, 
to cause the whole of the object to 
be completely effected. There 
wanted no penalties on the issuing 
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of notes; give any body leave to 
issue notes to any amount; only 
give a summary process for reco- 
vering the amount in gold, and the 
business is done at once. 


The law now is, that any banker 
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fifty or a hundred refusals in a 
day.

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curious, that this provision, which 
was the only thing which could 
have given the poor man protec- 
tion ; theonly thing that could pos- 
sibly have protected him against 
the “ worthless rags” of Mr. Ro- 
pinson, has been rejected by the 
Ministers, who wished the poor

pocket; and that, as to this clause, 
the Country Bankers have gone | 
cordially with them. 

However, the rejection of the 


clause will only retard the arrival 





of the’ blow-up about six months, | 
and, perhaps, not that. People | 
all now understand, that they have 
a right to demand gold in pay- 
ment of every species of bank 
note. A stop has heen put to the 
making of new country rags. A 
large part of the old rags have 
been demolished in the best of all 
possible ways, namely, by the 
bankruptcy of the issuers of them, 
and by the loss and misery justly 
inflicted on the holders of them, 


justly on all except the poor men 





and women who knew not what 


they were doing. The rooks them- 





selves will now be severely pu- 
nished ; for they will have to pay 
ina currency of much higher valve 
than that in which they contracted 
their debts! Mind that, rooks! 
You, who issued your declaration, 
your exterminating declaration, 
against the people, when they 
petitioned for reform ! Mind that, 
rooks. You, who abused “ equit- 
able adjustment” ; you will now 
have to pay for your baseness, 
and the purse is the only part in 
which you can be made to feel. 
As to your hearts and souls, I 
would sooner think of appealing 
to those of so many jews. 

The rooks, who received depo- 
sits Jast year, will have a third 
more to pay than they received ; 
that is to say, they will have to 
pay in a currency one third more 
valuable. Nothing can be more 
just than this. They have been 
receiving interest at 5 per cent. 
upon the nominal amount of rags 
which cost them nothing but stamp, 
print and paper. They have been 
getting interest of money without 
lending the money. Their own 
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greediness has, at last, brought its 
proper punishment. If I depo- 
sited, for instance (God forbid I 
should do such a thing), nine hun- 
dred pounds with a banker, last 
March, when wheat was nine shil- 
lings a bushel, and if I now go to 
him and demand my money when 
wheat is seven shillings a bushel, 
he must pay me my nine hundred 
pounds, though I can now buy as 
much wheat for seven hundred 
pounds as I could then buy for 
nine ; and, mind, this is going on. 
This is not going to stop, unless 
we return to a perpetual small 
note bill or to a bank restriction. 
If the wheat should come to four 
shillings a bushel, before I get my 
deposit from the rook, four hun- 
dred pounds out of the nine hun- 
dred will be worth the nine hun- 
dred that I lodged with the rook. 
Under such circumstances, the 
infernal paper-money will, at any 
rate, have done some good. It will 
have helped to make the sly and 
greedy Quakers disgorge. Whata 
surprising thing it is, that, above 
one-half of the broken Rooks are of 
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this race of unbaptized black- 
euards. A very curious thing, 
that a crew who do not, perhaps, 
form a thousandth part of the 
community, should have engrossed 
so large a part of the profits of 
the earnings of the whole of the 
community. ‘‘ Blessed are the 
‘¢ meek, for they shall inherit the 
“ earth.” This sly and hypocri- 
tical crew, in assuming the garb 
and manners of meekness, and 
proud and insolent as Lucifer all 
the while, have had their eye upon 
this text, which seems to have 
been the basis of the whole of 
their proceedings.
